Adaptability — Be  sure  and  know  that  the  seed  you  are  sow¬ 
ing  is  adapted  to  your  farm.  Whether  you  have  valley  land  or 
higher  ground  makes  a  difference  with  the  quantity  of  seed 
you  sow,  and  the  suitability  of  the  seed  to  the  land. 

Time  to  Sow — Much  seed  is  wasted  each  year  by  being  sown 
at  the  wrong  time.

their  seed  and  do  not  cover  it  sufficiently.  Others  cover  it  too  \ 
deeply.  Some  sow  broadcast,  others  drill.  Some  use  a  roller. 

All  these  things  are  highly  important  for  success. 

Nurse  Crops — Most  farmers  use  a  nurse  crop  where  the 
CLOVERS  and  other  seeds  are  sown.  Too  often  a  farmer  will 
sow  three  bushels  of  oats  per  acre  with  his  CLOVER  or  other 
seed  and  if  a  wet  season  follows,  his  grain  will  lodge  and  smoth¬ 
er  his  CLOVER,  therefore  you  should  reduce  your  nurse  crop 
some  for  best  results.

Many  farmers  produce  a  fine  pasture  by  sowing  a  combination  of

TIMOTHY 

THIS  is  one  of  our  best  known  hay  and  pasture  crops  and  will  suc¬ 
ceed  on  any  good  soil  where  corn  can  be  raised.  In  many  sec¬ 
tions,  it  is  grown  as  an  exclusive  crop  of  hay  for  feeding  horses, 
being  recognized  as  very  superior  for  this  purpose. 

Where  soil  has  a  tendency  to  wash,  Timothy  is  sown,  as  the  stiff 
sod  prevents  erosion. 

A  mixture  of  Timothy  and  Alsike  Clover  is  very  desirable  either 
for  hay  or  pasture,  the  seed  required  being  Timothy  8  to  10  pounds  and 
3  to  4  pounds  Alsike. 

Grain  crops  following  Timothy  are  materially  increased  by  reason 
of  the  added  fertility.

WHITE  CLOVER  (for  Lawns)

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AMBER  CANE  (Sorghum)

RAPE— Dwarf  Essex 

IF  YOU  have  a  bunch  of  pigs,  calves  or  sheep  and  want  to  see  them 
grow  and  fatten  rapidly,  just  turn  them  into  a  patch  of  Rape.  This 
is  a  great  green  feed  crop,  and  produces  ten  to  fifteen  tons  per  acre, 
and  can  be  pastured  continuously  till  killed  by  frost. 

Hog  breeders  place  a  high  value  on  this  crop  for  cows  and  little 
pigs,  because  it  promotes  growth  and  vigor.  8  to  10  lbs.  per  acre. 


GERMAN  MILLET 

THIS  is  doubtless  the  best  of  all  the  Millets.  A  good  feed  for  cows 
and  calves  but  not  for  horses.  It  may  be  sown  late  in  the  season 
where  other  crops  have  failed.  Should  be  cut  for  hay  before 
seed  matures  for  best  results. 

Sow  three-fourths  to  one  bushel  per  acre.

SUDAN  GRASS 

AND  now  we  come  to  this  wonderful  annual  forage  plant  which  is 
being  so  universally  used  in  all  parts  of  the  country. 

You  can  take  more  pounds  of  milk  and  butter  out  of  an  acre 
of  SUDAN  hay  or  pasture  than  anything  I  know  of.  You  see  you  get 
two  good  cuttings  each  Summer  from  SUDAN  and  then  you  have  some 
good  Fall  pasture  left  until  frost  comes. 

Many  farmers  cut  this  hay  with  a  binder  and  shock  it  up  for  curing. 
Much  of  the  SUDAN  seed  grown  in  Eastern  Nebraska  does  not  mature 
well,  and  has  a  low  germination. 

All  kinds  of  stock  devour  SUDAN  hay  greedily  in  Winter  and  come 
out  sleek  and  fat  in  the  Spring. 

Failure  with  this  crop  frequently  results  from  being  sown  too 
early.  Do  not  sow  this  seed  until  late,  or  until  the  ground  is  thoroughly 
warm. 

I  was  fortunate  in  securing  a  carload  of  this  seed  from  Southern 
Kansas.  It  is  as  bright  as  a  dollar,  and  of  very  high  Germination,  and 
the  price  is  low. 

Sow  20  lbs.  per  acre.  There  are  40  lbs.  to  a  bushel.  (See  colored 
sheet  for  prices.)
